ing all we hear of the vast superiority 
of machine over handwork, this ms 
chinery must itself possess as great, if 
not greater, accuracy and refinement 
than the product manufactured by it. 
No machine can in this respect be su- 
perior to its maker. It can only produce 
sufficiently accurate and good work at 
a lower cost than if made by him. The 
first sewing machine of a kind, built by 
skilled machinists or toolmakcrs, is at 
least as good and as accurately made as 
any subsequently manufactured by ma- 
chinery, and the same men can dupli- 
cate it more exactly than can any ma- 
chinery, but machines built thns would 
cost far more than people could afford to 
pay for them, and that is all there is to 
the talk of the substitution of tho "cer- 
tainty and accuracy of machinery for the 
uncertainty and inaccuracy of hand- 
work."—Scribner's Magazine,

That the Western and Houthern 


Htate.s, by all their capabilities and re- 
source -i, are happily fitted for mutual 
intercourse and dependence, respond- 
ing alike to tho name beneficent or 
detrimental influences and 
efforts, 


whother legislative, financial or com- 
mercial. 


That iu view ot these facts and of the 


continued flagrant disregard uf the 
vital iutore.-jts of the great producing 
Btatea by dominant influences, finan- 
cial and political, in national centers, 
a cloaor alliance between the inhabi- 
tants of the V/oat and Houth is impera- 
tively demanded for mutual protection 
and advancement along all legitimate 
linen. 


That whilo this i.i truo of the South- 


ern and Western iStates, it is also true 
that the uwuuractitriug States of the 
East caunot enjoy prosperity while the 
South and \Vr-,t aro depressed and not 
provided with money to purchase the 
products ot their factories. 


That tho coinage of silver at the 


ratio of 10 to 1 ha.-, boon repeatedly 
invited and conceded to bo necessary 
to the upbuilding of commercial rela- 
tions of incalculable magnitude be- 
tweeu tho United States and the sister 
republic", of America. 


That.wo demand tho free and unlim- 


ited coinage of Milverat the established 
ratio giving to such com equal legal 
tondorpouer" with gold, imd unalter- 
ably opposo tho repeal of the Sherman 
law, 
except by tho passage of a law pro- 


viding for live coinage. 


That Iho further issue of bonds to 


perpetuate tho national bank aystem 
enables a few bolflah individuals to 
cont".i''t or i-xpaiid tho currency at 
will to tho great injury of the masses, 
and that a ihumrial system is demanded 
which will proviml tho congestion of 
money in Iho iluancLil centers of the 
East. 


Tint tho rf pr."«-ntatives of tho peo- 


ple in Cougroos request the President 
to isHuo a call for a convention of all 
nations interested in and favorable to 
tho fre« coinage of silver at tho ratio 
named for the purpose of establishing 
clo lor c'ommrrrk'l and financial rela- 
tions with them. 


That the total amount of gold now 


in existence or capable of production 
under tho stimulus oi' increased value 
is totally inadequate to supply the 
demand of tho world for money, and 
that tho adoption of a single gold 
standard will result in universal bank- 
ruptcy and ruin. 


That wo urge tho improvement by 


tho National Government of tho great 
waterways, and invite its active co- 
operation for more direct routes to the 
ocean, that our products- may reach the 
markets of the world at a minimum 
cost. 


The resolutions, of which the above 


are but a briof synopsis, were unani- 
mously and euthu^iabtioally adopted. 
They sot forth fads which cannot be 
controverted and which the most pro- 
uovuiood goldbug will scarcely attempt 
to dispute. What otl'oct they will have 
in tho l&ist or iu Congress remains to 
bo soon, but they prove conclusively 
that representative men from the West 
nnd South aro aware of the great im- 
portance to the country of restoring 
silver to its functions as a money 
metal by opening tho mints for its 
coinage on equal terms with gold at 
the ratio of 1C to 1.

of Itussin in a ruceut publication makes 
the surpr-ising announcement that the 
Chewsures, a race of 7,000people, in the 
Departmi nt of Troust, Government of 
Tiflis, know nothing of the use of 
money as a medium of exchange. The 
unit of valuation among the primitive 
people is the cow. 


JUDGE LONG of the Michigan Supreme 


Court, has llled a petition for a man- 
damus in the United States District 
Court to compel tho Commissioner of 
Pensions ico pay the plaintiff's pension, 
which he holds is illegally suspended. 
This is expected to settle the question 
of the Commissioner's authority to sus- 
pend pensions. 


A BILL appropriating $3,447,945 for

TAJEUJ'.F OX OOAt. 


A dispatch from Sunderland, an 


English seaport, says great excitement 
exists there owing to the fact that 
United States coal merchants compete 
with English dealers for the coal trade 
of the country. This seems remark- 
able from the fact that American coal 
producers insist upsn a tariff of 75 
cents per ton on coal af protection 
against the English article. If Penn- 
sylvania coal barons can compete on 
English soil with English dealers for 
the coal trade, there ought to be no 
necessity for a tariff on coal brought 
into the United States. 


Senator Gorman of Maryland, one of 


the leading advocates of the bill to re- 
peal the Sherman act, i« said to favor 
the retention of the tariff on coal 
though he wants the tariff reduced on 
other commodities, and ex-Governor 
McCorkle of West Virginia, who is also 
a tariff reformer, recently made a plea 
before the Committee on Ways and 
Means against a reduction of the tariff 
on coal. The coal kings of the Alle- 
ghanies can ship coal to northern Eng- 
land to supply the demand in that sec- 
tion but at home they want protection 
against English coal. This is one of 
the 
inequities 
of tariff legislation 


which should be combatted by those 
who produce articles on which there 
should be a reasonable duty. It is not 
probable that any more coal would be 
imported if it was placed on the free 
list than there is now, but the tariff en- 
ables the coal producers to charge 75 
cents per ton more for coal to home 
consumers than if it was admitted duty 
free.

The Irrigation Age, published at Chi- 


cago, devotes three pages ti a. descrip- 
tion of the Nevada exhibit. It con- 
tains a good picture of J. A. Yerington, 
executive commissioner for Nevada, 
and illustrations of the' Nevada ex- 
hibit.

apology to make for the conspicuous 
attention devoted to Nevada in the 
pages of this number. Nevada repre- 
sents one extreme of existing condi- 
tions in the arid region. Here is a 
State of vast extent, filled with all the 
raw materials of wealth, with millions 
of acres of fertile lands and ample 
water resources for their reclamation.

I5y virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the Hoard oi 
County Commissioners of 
Wushoe county, Nevada, do ordain as fol- 
lows : 
SECTION 1. Section one or said amendatory 
ordinance is hereby amended to rend as fol- 
f o ws: 
SECTION 1. Every person, firm or associu 
tion engaged in belling floods, viares, mer- 
chandise or other personal property at auc- 
tion or public outcry (except persons making 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly for a licence to 
carry 011 or conduct such business five hund- 
red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from tho first day of the month in 
which such license ib issued) of two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each and 
every day, that ho or they shall lie engaged 
in said business, twenty-live dollars:

vided, however, that all persons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
second-hand vehicles arid live stock may sell 
or cause to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a license therefor.

Prof Young, in his general astron- 


omy page 191, gives a record of sun 
fapots for 110 ten years including 1772 
to 1881. His mistake in discussing the 
subject is in supposing that in its 
normal condition, the sun would be 
without spots, and that the spots are 
caused by some physical force. 
The 


reverse of this is true. 
The normal 


condition of the sun leaves it covered 
by spots, and aome physical force acts 
upon it, causing the spots to be period- 
ically covered up. 


The sun spots maxiam do not always 


occur at Jupiters aphelia, but the sun 
spots, are always obliterated at Jupi- 
ter's perihelia. Perihelion means the 
close&t point to the sun, and aphelion 
when the planet is farthest from the 
sun. 


Jupiter was at perihelion in the years 


1772, 1785, 1797, 1809, 1821, 18.33, 1845, 
185G 1868, 1880 and 1893, and the record 
given by Prof Young shows that at and 
near these dates there were no sun 
spots. There can be no mistake as to 
the cause. Here we are given eleven 
perihelia of Jupiter, all that occurred 
between 1761 and 1893, and at every 
one of them occurred a period of no 
sun spots. During all of that 132 years 
these periods of no sun spots occurred 
at no other time than at Jupiter's peri- 
helion. 


THE PRINCIPLE. 


Let me again state the principle: 


When an electrified body approaches 
another electrified body the magnetic 
forces of both increase in depth and 
energy, and that increase of static and 
current electricity 
evaporates 
the 


moisture and other materials, increas- 
ing the gasses and thereby enlarging 
the atmosnhers and cloud belts of sun 
'and planets. 


As a result, when Jupiter or any 


other planet approaches the sun, the 
atmosphere and clouds of each are in- 
creased in depth and density, and there- 
fore the storms on the sun do not ex- 
pose the dark body of the sun to our 
view. 


On page 352 of . ds general astronomy 


Prof. Young states that the great rsd 
spot on Jupiter faded out in 1882, and 
that in 1887 it had not recovered its 
original distinctness. 
Neptune was 


near perihelion from 1878 to 1887, and 
Jupiter at perihelion in 1880. As a con- 
sequence the sun was almost entirely 
without spots for six years — 1876 to 
1881 — and the spots on Jupiter were 
covered up. Neptune was not only at 
perihelion, but was nearer Jupiter than 
it had been for 160 years. 


MOEE EVIDENCE. 


Another strong evidence along this 


line occurs in the sun spot record of 
1800, 1830 and 1860. These were years 
when sun spots were due to be at their 
greatest, but they were only about half 
as numerous and extensive as at other 
periods of their maxims. Why ? Be- 
cause at each of these three dates 
Saturn was at its perhelion, thereby 
operating against Jupiter and causing 
an expansion of the sun's atmosphere, 
an increase of his clouds, largely ob- 
literating his spots. 


The greatest sun spot, periods should 


occur when more than one of the 
superior planets are at aphelion and 
none at perihelion. The records prove 
this to have been the case. The great- 
est of all sun spot periods was in 1837-8 
when Jupiter, Saturn and Uranus were 
near their aphelions. 


The next greatest sun spot period 


was in 1878, when Jupiter and Saturn

Home at Wanpaca, Wisconsin, written 
by Mrs. O. B. Wdtsoa, whose death was 
announced in the JOURNAL a day or two 
ago. 
Mrs. Watson was a sister of Mrs. 


E. C. Sessions of Keno, and the des- 
cription of the home was one of the 
last articles that she penned. 


The home is situated near Chain 


Lakes on an 80 acre track of land which 
with a hotel and seven cottages cost 
when purchased $12,000. The Legisla- 
ture of Wisconsin made liberal pro- 
vision for its maintenance. 
Under 


the State law those eligible for admis- 
sion to the Home are: First, veterans 
and their wives who were married be- 
fore or during the war. Second, any 
veteran and his wife, in case he had 
married a widow who was the wife of a 
soldier before or during 
the war. 


Third, wives of soldiers in any national 
home who were married before or dur- 
ing the war. No children, are received 
and all veterans must have an honor- 
able discharge and be unable to pro- 
vide for their necessary wants. 


There are fifty-four buildings on 


regularly laid out streets. All are 
lighted by electricity and there is a 
complete system of water works. There 
are 200 persons at the Home and Cap- 
tain C Caldwell of the 1st Wisconsin 
Cavalry is superintendent. The veter- 
ans and their wives appear contented 
and happy.

Prof. Young acknowledges the prin- 
ciple for which I am contending when 
he says, article 309, that: "When spots 
are numerous magnetic disturbances 
are most numerous and violent on the 
earth, and violent disturbances on the 
sun's surface have been, in many in- 
dividual cases, immediately followed 
by magnetic storms and brilliant ex- 
hibitions of aurora." 


At the sun spot maxima the planets 


are at their farthest point from the sun, 
the sun is at rest, is then parting with 
its electric forces which cause magnetic 
disturbances in the sun's electrospere, 
in which the planets float as a cork 
floats in water. 


BA1NFALL AND DBOUTH. 


Tn the above I have stated a grand 


principle, which, when rightly under- 
stood and carefully applied to the 
earth, moon, sun and planets, will re- 
veal to us one of the great laws that 
govern rainfall and drouth.

In tho summer of 1883, in which the 


excessive heat and drought had brought 
about the nearly entire disappearance of 
vegetation, in a good part of the country 
and moro particularly in the broken 
country of Baada Oriental, I had occa- 
sion to make a journey from San Jose to 
Mercedes/' At one place, Las Piedras, 
at which the diligence stopped, I noticed 
great numbers of locusts of the species 
Pezotettix vittiger, Pezotettis maculi- 
pennis nnd Pezotettix nrrogans, which 
covered tho ground and rocks. 


My attention -was attracted by the 


fact of seeing around one locust a num- 
ber oi- other individuals of the same spe 
ci'Js, winch were eating its soft parts 
r\cn v.hilo it was yet alivo and protest- 
iu',' \ i0oi i/n:,!;,. I taw different attacks, 
in vsliich tho conqueroro, two or three at 
a time, got hold of the weaker members 
of their ov\-;i kind, throwing them over 
and opening tho abdomen in order to 
devour tho entrails, these being the soft- 
er and more bavory portions, since they 
still ..contained faome of the vegetable 
food. 
Cannibalism here appeared in its 


lowest tk'vrlopment, and the numerous 
romiius of Uiobo •which had been eaten 
bo'ro witaebo to tho extent to which the 
procofes h-d beou carried. 


In tho face of facts of this character, 


it spciiis certain that nothing is sacred 
in iialuro wh^n the prolongation of life, 
for tho sako of the preservation of the 
species, it. concerned.—Carl Berg in Nat- 
ural Science.

That tho earth's motion has an appre- 


cu'blo effect upon artillery fire, deflect- 
ing the projectile from a straight course, 
tuny bo ue\\ => to many and as such would 
pi obably seem a novel notion. It has, 
an 1 tlio exact nature and extent of the 
t'irect is an important point of study 
with artillery experts. An English army 
expert told of tho results of many inter- 
esting experiments along this line in a 
paper read before the Royal Artillery 
institution. Firing from north to south 
t'.iere is a divergence of projectiles to the 
left, duo to the earth's rotation, and flr- 
iii'j duo north the divergence is to the 
right. The extent of the "pull" varies 
at different points of the earth's surface 
and with projectiles fired at different 
snoods aud elevations. In England a de- 
ttection of five inches is found to occur 
with the projectile of a 12 pounder in a 
4,000 yard range.—New York Sun.
